Il is saving our- 
selves trouble at ihc expense of the 
child by Jetting jt indulge in oh- 
siinacy and self-will. Thus it gets 
Ihc notion that lo get its owii_way 
it has to he nasty to others,' and is 
likely lo grow up sullen and scl- 

Bccause They Must. 
"Tins is where firmness coined in. 
.-\|] my children early karm that 
when f said 'No' f meant it. Noth- 
ing can he worse than Idling a child 
have its own way, even in little 
thing*, when those things have 
been forFmldcn. Children are usually 
nil! of life and vigour, ami in their 
early years we often have to make 
r iii cm do things, not because they are 
right or because they ought/ but 
because they uinsl in order to he 
obedient. This is very important 
in the right training of children. 

"But Justice nvust'ihvays he tem- 
pered with mercy and common 
sense. Very often more will lie 
sained by forgiving 'the child when 
it lias done wrong and expresses 
penitence-, llt.in by harshly punish- 
ing it. The spirit of forgiveness 
should pervade the house at all 

"Another vhing I would warn 
pareius against is showing favourit- 
ism. It is a cause of much jealousy 



praise them when Ihcy do wtU. IitJ 
them sec your joy when they please 
you. as well as your grief when they 
do things displeasing, then they will 
try to grieve you less and ukase 

"Have you experienced any diffi- 
culties as to your children's com- 
panion shins, dress and amuse- 
ments ?"' 

■'] am ihnnkiul lo say I havft 
never had any worry along those 
lines. This is undoubtedly due to 
the fact that ihcy all got really 
saved at Mich an early age. At 
school, and later m ihcir places of 
work, ihcy were ever ready to avow, 
themselves as .Salvationists, and this 
proved a safeguard from undesirable 
companions. As regards dress, (hey 
have always thought that the Army 
rmiiomi is the neatest and rrtO$t de- 
sirable clothing to wear, and have 
never troubled ahout modern fash- 
ions.

A$ a matter of fact, the seventh 
degree of any diatonic scale ij at all 
times the sharpest note in that 
scale, whilst the seventh degree of 
a. dominant scale or chord is a lira v? 
the flattest nqtc in that scale or 
chord. Any note, chromatic, wilt 
from time to time be cither the 
.- flattest or sharpest note in a. scale 
or chord, and that is one sure 
reason why a Bandsman should be- 
come fully acquainted iviih all his 
scales.
